Accuracy Test 


Special from A. D, N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, Aug. 30.—Scientists 
of the United States Bureau of 
Standards have perfected a device 
whereby they can measure within 
five) pounds of error the accuracy 
of the Brinell machine, which is 
used widely in the automobile in- 
dustry for testing the strength of 
iren and steel parts. 

The “proving ring,’ a band of 
hardened elastic steel, placed in the 
machine, measures the load exert- 
ed by the Brinell machine on any 
specimen. Its load capacity is 
3,000 kilograms, or about 6,700 
pounds. 

The Brinell machine is the in- 
vention of Dr. Brinell, Swedish 
metallurgist. The “proving ring’’ 
was perfected in the Bureau of 
Standards labcratories by Capt. S.

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Electric Truck Sales 
‘- In Chicago Increase 20% 





HICAGO, Aug. 30.—During the first six menths of 1926 
electric truck sales in the city of Chicago showed an 
increase of better than 20 per cent. over the sales for the 


corresponding period of 1925. 





The increase is attributable 


chiefly to the large number of re- 
peat orders placed by veteran users 
for additions to their fleets. 

Within the six months’ period 
from January 1 to July 1, 1926, 
twenty-five users placed orders 
for additional electrics. Chief 
among these installations of new 
trucks are those of Marshall 
Field & Co., 20; National Tea 
Company, 17; Quality Wet Wash 
Laundry and South Shore Wet 
Wash Laundry organizations, 9; 
American Railway Express Com- 
pany, 7. 

One of the new firms to adopt 
electrics this year is the Patterson 
Pure Food & Pie Products Com- 
pany, which installed 25. John 
Sexton & Co. replaced all horses 
with a fleet of 26 electrics in the 
spring. The Sawyer Biscuit Com- 
pany has installed a fleet of 18 
electrics to replace all of its horse- 
drawn equipment and the Great 
Western Laundry Company has 
begun the electrification of its 
equipment with the installation of 
six. 

In the dairy field four com- 
panies have launched a program 
of electrification. The Borden 

Farm Products of Illinois has 
placed 35 electrics in service. 
The Bowman Dairy Company 
has added two new (fleets 
of 15 trucks each. Ira J. Mix 
Dairy Company has installed a 
fleet of 22 electrics and the 
Newton - Dowd - Quigley Dairy 
Oompany has started off wtih a 
fleet of 10. 
The National

Not until recently, how- 
ever, has it maintained a sepa- 
rate department for the con- 
venience of its customers in 
heiping them to solve their in- 
dividual transportation prob- 
lens 


The purchase of five electrics by 
the Peoples Gas, Light and Coke 
Company during July raised that 
company’s total additions to its 
fleet this year to eight. Early in 
the year the company added three 
new elecric trucks. 

The Commonwealth Edison
